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Component Pricing 
Potentially More 
Equitable to Dairymen 


PAYING DAIRYMEN according to 
variations in the amount of protein 
and other nonfat solids in milk could 
be more equitable to producers and 
may reflect consumer demand more 
accurately than the current milkfat- 
based system. Three University of 
Minnesota agricultural economists J.W. 
Hammond, B.M. Buxton and MLK. 
Christiansen compared the current 
system, which bases pay variations on 
fat content only, to one that would 
pay for variations in other major 
components referred to as solids-not- 
fat (snf). The snf content of milk 
(protein, casein and other solids) varies 
from herd to herd and is not usually in 
constant proportion to fat content. 

“Increasingly, the value of milk has 
been derived from the snf content,” 
the economists report. “Between 1960 
and 1977, the proportion of the farm 
value of milk accounted for by snf 
rose from about 37 to 56 percent.” 

Changes in consumer preferences 
caused the value shift. Cheese con- 
sumption, for instance, increased from 
10 pounds per person in 1967 to 16 
pounds in 1977. The amount of cheese 
produced from 100 Ibs. of milk is 
influenced by the casein content. 

Consumers are also gradually shift- 
ing from whole milk and cream to 
lowfat fluid products, and from butter 
to margarine. Overall, the increase in 
snf consumption was nearly twice the 
milkfat increase from 1967—77. (Civil- 
ian use of snf rose 6.8 percent, 
compared to a 3.6 percent increase for 
milkfat.) 

The California dairy industry has 
used a snf-based pricing system since 
1962. As part of the snf program, the 
state raised its minimum legal snf level 
for fluid milk. As a result, solids must 
usually be added to meet that 
standard. 

“California, in fact, has tied its milk 
promotion programs to the higher snf 
content,” the economists report. “And 
in 1977, consumption of both lowfat 
and whole fluid milk exceeded the 
U.S. average.” 

The cost of conducting snf testing 
could be offset by such possible 
benefits as more efficient production, 
they add. “Tying prices to snf content 
provides another piece of management 
information to the farmer that could 
be used to improve the herd.”

Improving economic returns is es- 
sential in the dairy business. To 
guide program development, we 
need sound basic information. How 
do we collect a total outlook on 
any aspect of the dairy world? 
Research is the answer. 

In the Guernsey world, AGCC 
recognized the need to increase 
knowledge in dairy cattle breeding, 
disease control, and infertility in 
cattle plus expanding uses of our 
dairy products. For these solid rea- 
sons, AGCC finalized formation of 
The Guernsey Foundation in 1970. 

What is the Foundation? Income 
from anyone contributing tax-free 
contributions to The Guernsey 
Foundation provides a permanent 
trust. Annual investment earnings 
from this trust perpetuate the ad- 
vancement of education and scienti- 
fic research in our dairy business. 

First thought of most of us is 
that only large contributions are 
considered in building the perma- 
nent trust. Fact is that any size is 
important in building a Foundation 
reserve. 

Contributions have come from 
individuals and by joint effort. For 
example: 

1. Individuals have made direct 
cash contributions ranzing from 
$25.00 to $25,000. 

2. Three herds have been given to 
the Foundation to sell and the 
funds allocated to the Foundation. 
These are: 

(a) The George P. and Vera J. 
Clark Endowment. Resulting from 
the sale of the Horse Shoe Falls 
Farm herd, Westerly, R.L, in 1973 
(See January, 1974 Journal). 

(b) Mrs. Ruth Dyer Wells. Sale of 
the Gayvil Guernsey Farm herd, 
Charlton City Mass., (See July, 
1974 Journal). 

(c) Charles Philip Beebe Endow- 
ment. Sale of the Eastleigh Farms 
Guernsey herd, Framingham, 
(See January, 1979 Journal). 

3. Sale of donated animals. Mem- 
bers of the Arizona Guernsey Cattle 
Club voted to sponsor a sale at a 
local community auction whereby 
each member, who saw fit, would 
furnish an animal he “didn’t intend 
to keep in the herd” and with the 


proceeds going to the Foundation. 
On April 26, 1977, the partici- 
pating members delivered one ani- 
mal each to the weekly Rawhide 
Auction, Phoenix. The net for the 
Foundation was $2,692. Some 
members who did not consign an 
animal became donors with a con- 
tribution equal to the average of 
the sale. 

4. Two members of the Club 
have indicated that they are remem- 
pene the Foundation in their 

s. 


What research has resulted since 
the Foundation’s beginning 
in 1970? 


Many needed research projects, 
ranked by priority, await support 
from the Guernsey Foundation 
Committee as earned funds become 
available. Priority research areas 
are: 

(a) A study of factors causing 
lowered fertility in dairy herds. 

(b) A study of the composition 
of milk with special emphasis on 
factors affecting protein content; 
palatability; and yields of manufac- 
tured products. 

(c) Calf raising and management. 

(d) Flavor research into palatabil- 
ity and consumption of fluid milk. 

The area of support has been (b) 
above—dealing with the effect of 
high solids and low solids milks on 
the yield of quality of cheddar 
cheese. Research results have been 
published on work completed at 
Mississippi State University and 
Kansas State University. Reference 
has been made to the work in 
hearings relating to the concept of 
component pricing of milk. 

Funds for research area (a) above 
have been allocated for current 
support. Breeders are welcome to 
make suggestions on more impor- 
tant research needed.

Key to the Guernsey Sale World

SAVING WEAK CALVES

SCOURS OR diarrhea cause rapid 
dehydration in baby calves and is 
often the cause of death. Because of 
weakness due to diarrhea, they often 
refuse to drink milk and thus become 
dehydrated. Force feeding with an 
electrolyte solution by inserting a tube 
down the esophagus can be effective in 
restoring these lost body fluids and 
minerals. An electrolyte solution pro- 
vides energy and salts for cell metabol- 
ism which is so important for calves 
suffering from dehydration. It is also 
an effective method of treating for 
scours or diarrhea as the source of 
energy, usually provided by the corn 
syrup, is easy to digest. 

A tube feeding apparatus can be 
purchased at most feed and livestock 
supply stores. A prepared electrolyte 
solution may be purchased for conve- 
nience or it may be mixed with 
ingredients from the kitchen. Use 
warm water (warm to the touch on 
your wrist) when mixing the solutions. 

Stand the calf, holding it between 
your knees and insert tube about 12 to 
14 inches. It will pass easily down the 
esophagus and will stop when it 
reaches the stomach. Do not apply a 
heavy force at any time. Then merely 
hold the bag containing the solution 
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above the calf’s head and release the 
hose clamp so the liquid may drain 
into the calf’s stomach. 

Tube feed a sick calf with 2 pounds 
of electrolyte solution four times per 
day for two days. On the third day, 
replace one of the feedings with milk. 
On the fourth day, replace two of the 
feedings, continuing to add a replace- 
ment each day until the calf is back 
entirely on milk. 

Return to whole milk on the fourth 
day.

Dr. Maurice L. Weldy 


Dr. Maurice L. Weldy, 63, promi- 
nent veterinarian and owner of Mau- 
rana Farm, Goshen, Indiana, passed 
away May 10, 1979, at Goshen 
General Hospital after illness complica- 
tions that had developed in the past 
several weeks. 

A member of the AGCC Board of 
Directors since 1971 and a member of 
the Executive Committee, Dr. Weldy 
represented District 7.

DIET THERAPY ASSAILED 


Taken from University of Mass. Dairy Digest 


A GROUP OF heart specialists 
reports that low-cholesterol foods do 
nothing to cut the risk of heart disease 
and, in fact, butter may be better than 
the highly advertised polyunsaturated 
margarines. Elimination of eggs from 
the diet also is ineffective in cutting 
cholesterol levels in the blood, the 
scientists reported at a symposium on 
controversies in nutrition. “No dietary 
therapy has been shown effective for 
prevention or treatment of coronary 
heart disease, despite a generation of 
diet-heart propaganda,” said Dr. 
George V. Mann of the Vanderbilt 
Medical School. Mann does research 
on the biochemistry of heart disease 
with money from the National Heart, 
Lung and Blood Institute. “People 
would do better to go back to butter 
and lard,” he said, “and if they’re 
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really worried about heart disease, 
they should avoid carbon monoxide 
from cigarettes and automobile ex- 
haust.” 

Cholesterol is a type of fat sus- 
pected of causing the heart disease 
known as atherosclerosis, where the 
inner walls of the arteries thicken and 
can’t carry enough blood. Mann and 
other scientists at the symposium, 
sponsored by the Boston University 
School of Medicine, did not dispute the 
link between cholesterol in the blood 
and heart disease. But lowering choles- 
terol in the diet doesn’t mean 
cholesterol in the bloodstream will be 
reduced, they said, because it’s not a 
problem of intake but of the body’s 
ability to clear cholesterol from the 
system. Some people can eat lots of 
cholesterol and have very little stay in 


their blood, and others vice versa, they 
said. 
Even drugs which can reduce blood 
cholesterol levels by as much as 20 
percent have had “no measurable 
effect” on heart disease after five years 
of study, Mann said. “This is im- 
portant evidence because it is about 
twice that achieved by the most 
rigorous, fat-modified diets,” Mann 
said. “If the drugs do not work, the 
diet hardly can.” In fact, he said, some 
of the low-cholesterol margarines and 
salad oils which are pure corn oil have 
recently come under suspicion because 
they are hydrogenated and contain 
unnatural fatty acids which may 
impair the breakdown of cholesterol 
itself. Dr. Robert Olson, a biochemist 
at the St. Louis University Medical 
School, criticized a United States 
Senate nutrition committee report last 
year which outlined diets to prevent 
heart disease, cancer and diabetes. 
“There is little question the dietary 
recommendations are safe, but no one 
can show they are effective in 
preventing these progressive diseases.” 
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Plus 1000 Pound Herds 


THROUGH ACTION taken by the Board of Directors of The American Guernsey Cattle Club at its November 1978 
meeting, a CERTIFICATE OF RECOGNITION has been awarded to herds which increased their DHIR lactation average 
1000 pounds of milk or more with a minimum of 25 lactations for the calendar year 1978. 

At a time when our breed is emphasizing increased milk flow, it was extremely gratifying to have presented this 
recognition to the following 11 herds as the recipients of this first annual award. 


A common statement heard among 
dairymen is, “two-year-olds make the 
herd average.” In doing a study of our 
eleven 1000-pound increase herds we 
felt it would be interesting to check 
genetic progress through the sires used 
in the respective herds. 

The accompanying chart shows the 
average PDM and PD$ for the eleven 
herds. It is broken down as: 1) the 
entire herd; 2) 3-year-olds and over; 
and, 3) 2-year-olds. A weighted aver- 
age was calculated, using actual PDs 
where available and Pedigree Indexes 
(PI) for sires without USDA proofs. 

One must keep in mind these PDs 
are for cows who finished lactations 
during the 1978 calendar year. There- 
fore, the two-year-olds in our chart 
were born primarily between July 
1974 and June 1975. 

The most interesting comparison 
can be drawn from the overall average 
PDM of the two-year-olds’ sires as

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compared to that of the three-year- 
olds and over. The 447-pound average 
of the two-year-olds amounts to a 77% 
increase of the PDs of the older 
animals in the herds. The difference 
varied from a 12% decrease to a 494% 
increase in the PD level of the sires of 
the two-year-olds. 


The geographics of our eleven herds 
was also interesting. They come from 
California and Washington to Massa- 
chusetts and Connecticut—truly show- 
ing that Guernseys can and do produce 
well from coast to coast! 


In checking our list, several interest- 
ing “excuses” as to why herds can’t 
increase production were laid to rest. 
The Lurvey herd was number one in 
the nation for herds of 30—5S0 cows in 
1978. Jack Dendel’s 2001-pound in- 
crease over-averaged Lurvey’s 1006 
pounds this year and raised his placing 
from number 5 a year ago to number 1 
this year. Conclusion: High producing 
herds can continue to increase their 
herd averages. 


Cal Poly State and W. D. Hoard & 
Sons Co. are two herds which are both 
cared for and milked by hired help 
exclusively. Both also broke into the 
top 10 herds for their respective sizes 
this year. An interesting sidelight here 
is that in looking at the first quarter 
1979 report, both of these herds are 
well on their way to another 1000- 
pound increase this year. Conclusion: 
Institutional and industrial herds can 
and do produce well. 


Five of our herds increased herd size 
and six decreased herd size. They 
varied from a 38% decrease to an 88% 
increase in herd size. Conclusion: 
Production can increase as herd size 
increases. 


The Schwemmer herd in Wisconsin 
has not purchased an animal in over 25 
years. A common statement we hear 
is, “Joe should have a good herd, he 
bought most of them.” Conclusion: 
Using proper breeding, a 100% home- 
bred herd can and will compete with 
“purchased” herds. 


Ten of the eleven herds in our group 
had their two-year-olds by higher PDM 
sires than the older herdmates. This 
very graphically illustrates the direc- 
tion we should be looking. This group 
today is looking for +1000 PD bulls 
and the top young sires. 


Want to increase production by 
1000 pounds in your herd? It might 
only take one step forward. A 
challenge to all breeders — find that 
step, take it, and join the +1000- 
pound producers in 1979.

The Importance of Identification 
for Sire Evaluation

THE DAIRY BREEDING industry 
has learned a great deal about selecting 
and sampling bulls during the past 
quarter century. Indeed most Al 
organizations have highly sophisticated 
sire selection programs and invest 
considerable resources in sampling 
programs. These selections and sam- 
pling programs can only pay off for 
the dairyman if sires can be properly 
evaluated. It stands to reason, how- 
ever, that if sire evaluation is to be ac- 
curate, the identification of cows by 
sire must be complete and correct. 


Unfortunately sire identification in 
the nation’s DHI herds is a disgrace. 
The latest report from USDA indicates 
that 50 percent of the records received 
from Dairy Record Processing Centers 
cannot be used for sire evaluation 
because the sires are not properly 
identified. This lack of identification 
is, no doubt, due to several reasons, 
not the least of which is apathy on the 
part of herd owners and/or DHI 
supervisors. Recently in a study of 
Minnesota DHI records Dr. Joe Conlin 
found that the percent sire ID 
accounted for 15 percent of the 
variation in herd averages and that a 
10 percent increase in sire ID equalled 
a 200-pound increase in herd average. 


With bulls being used over an 
extended period of time and a large 
number available for use in a herd at 
any one time, the opportunity for 
incorrect identification has increased 
greatly. It is now evident that errors in 
sire identification are having an effect 
on sire proofs. Some leading geneti- 
cists estimate that the actual genetic 
difference between bulls may be 50 
percent greater than shown in current 
estimates due to misidentification of 
daughters. The chief reasons for these 
misidentifications are mistakes, use of 
incorrect and/or incomplete code 
numbers and use of code names. 


Fortunately, actual mistakes are of 
little consequence since they tend to 
be random and are not very numerous. 
However, a few are always present and 
dairymen, DHI supervisors, and Al 
technicians need to be as careful as 
possible when recording information. 
One error that is often observed is the 
recording of the service sire (the bull 
the cow is bred to) as the actual sire. 


It appears most errors in sire 
evaluation result from the use of 
incorrect or incomplete code numbers 
and names. The National Association 
of Animal Breeders (NAAB) and 


USDA have provided to the Dairy 
Record Processing Centers a code 
number-registration number cross ref- 
erence file so that in most DHIA 
record systems either code numbers or 
registration numbers can be used. A 
copy of this listing also is provided by 
NAAB to all DHI supervisors. How- 
ever, it is critical that the complete 
code number be used. Use of the 
prefix or stud number, e.g. 7, is of 
utmost importance since as many as 
10 to 12 bulls may share the rest of 
the number. For example, there could 
be many different bulls with the 
number G1038, but only one 7G1038 
MAVERICK. 

It is traditional for bulls to be 
known by code or nickname. Today 
with so many bulls available within the 
industry many duplicate code names 
are in use. Add to this the nickname 
given “on the farm” bulls and it is easy 
to see that the use of a code name is 
about like calling a person by only his 
first name. 

Complete and correct sire identifica- 
tion is a critical part of genetic 
improvement. Only through the ac- 
curate identifying of the nation’s best 
sires and cows can the dairy industry 
take maximum advantage of the tools 
available to increase the genetic 
potential of the national dairy herd. 
An individual dairyman can also gain 
by maintaining complete and accurate 
records. The Minnesota study cited 
previously in this article can be 
interpreted to show that better records 
make better dairymen or that better 
dairymen keep better records. Either 
way, more accurate and complete 
records result in more net income for 
dairymen. 

My recommendations for improving 
sire identification are: 

1. Write it down. 

2. Use registration of complete code 

number. 

3. Don’t guess 

4. Keep the system simple.

IN CONJUNCTION with the 1979 
show season, the Nominating Commit- 
tee will again select the six nomina- 
tions for All-American consideration 
from the entries submitted by owners 
of animals that have won first, second 
or third place at the Nationals, Inter- 
national and all major shows. 

It is urged that all breeders who 
exhibit first, second and third prize 
animals at any major show have pic- 
tures taken during 1979, showing their 
animals in a stage of development as 
nearly comparable to their show-ring 
appearance as possible. All entries 
must be accompanied by pictures. 

The Nominating Committee will 
select in December from all the entries 
submitted, the six animals in each of 
the 12 classes, that, in their opinion, 
are most worthy of the title “All- 
American.” 

The six entries in each of the 12 
classes will be pictured in the Febru- 
ary, 1980 Guernsey Breeders’ Journal. 
The final selections for All-Americans, 
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Reserve All-Americans and Honorable 
Mention All-Americans will be made 
by the approved judges who officiated 
at the 1979 shows. 

The All-American judging contest 
will be run in conjunction with the 
1979 All-American nominations. 
Readers of the Journal, 10 years old or 
older, will again be given an opportu- 
nity to match their judging skill 
against the placings of the official 
judges at the 1979 shows. It will be 
fun for all. It will be educational. It 
will focus greater attention on type.

The Board of Directors for The AGCC 
took the following action at the 1979 
Spring Directors Meeting: If the 
breeder misses or does not list all 
placings at Approved Guernsey shows 
for that year on his All-American 
nomination blank, the entry will be 
disqualified. Again, the responsibility 
of listing all placings rests with the ex- 
hibitors of the animals. 

Pictures must be taken this year and 
represent the animal in a stage of de- 
velopment as nearly comparable to its 
show-ring appearance as possible. Five 
by seven-inch black and white prints 
are preferable, however, good, clear, 
well posed, glossy snapshots are accep- 
table (colored prints DO NOT usually 
reproduce satisfactorily).

Ill. Nominating Committee 


Each year, a Nominating Commit- 
tee of three members will consider all 
of the animals and groups of animals 
that have been nominated and select 
the top six in each class.

IV. Selection Committee 
The Selection Committee will be 


comprised of the judges who have 
officiated at the Approved Guernsey 
Shows in the United States during the 
year. 

Pictures of the six nominees in each 
class will be sent to each member of 
the Selection Committee, who will 
vote individually by mail, giving his 
first, second and third choices. A 
member of the Selection Committee 
shall not vote in any class in which he 
has a pecuniary interest in one of the 
six nominees, or if one of the six 
nominees comes from the farm by 
whom he is employed. 

Each first place vote shall count 
five points, second place, three points 
and third place, one point. The awards 
shall then be determined in the office 
of The American Guernsey Cattle Club 
by simple arithmetic. 

The animals and groups receiving 
the highest and second highest number 
of votes shall be given the designation 
of “All-American” and “Reserve All- 
American.” The rating of “Honorable 
Mention” shall be given to each of the 
animals and groups receiving a total of 
eight points or more. 


V. Judging Contest 


The Guernsey Breeders’ Journal 
will conduct a judging contest using 
pictures of the six animals and groups 
nominated in each class. Entrants must 
be 10 years old or older. 


SIXTH JUNIOR

Juniors need only enter the Junior 
All-American competition. Use the

The 1979 rules follow the revision initated in 1974 whereby an eligible exhibitor may enter an 
animal in each class and there is no limit on years of participation during the period of an 
exhibitor’s eligibility. Neither is there a limit on the number of entries per state.

For June, 1979 
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A Preview Of Joint Efforts By 
The High Protein Dairy Breeds

IN RESPONSE to a call from the 
Executive Secretaries of the Ayrshire 
Breeders Association, Brown Swiss 
Breeders Association, | American 
Guernsey Cattle Club, American Jer- 
sey Cattle Club, and the American 
Milking Shorthorn Society, the presi- 
dents of each of the five high protein 
dairy breeds and their designated 
representatives met in Louisville, Ken- 
tucky on March 4th and Sth, 1979 to 
discuss activities of mutual interest to 
these five dairy breeds. The Executive 
Secretaries’ call came as a result of an 
informal session held at the 1979 
National Purebred Dairy Cattle Associ- 
ation meeting at Columbus, Ohio. 

The main topic of discussion at the 
meeting, chaired by Norman P. Mc- 
Clelland, President of the American 
Guernsey Cattle Club, was the possibil- 
ity of these five dairy breeds occupy- 
ing a joint National headquarters in a 
suitable facility at a common location. 

Each breed’s representatives re- 
viewed the current status of their 
present headquarters’ facilities, their 
required office floor space require- 
ments, and their estimated number of 
staff and clerical personnel. 

In addition, printing and computer 
processing costs were discussed in 
some detail, and the possibility of a 
joint printing shop to include the 
printing of the respective dairy breed 
magazines, and joint computer proces- 
sing systems were considered. 

The meeting confirmed earlier stud- 
ies initiated by the Jersey and 
Guernsey breeds that joint occupancy 
would result in substantial savings in 
occupancy costs, printing costs, and 
data processing costs. Perhaps as 
important, cooperative efforts could 
strengthen the impact and image of 
the five high protein dairy breeds in 
the areas of promotion, marketing, 
field service, breed improvement, re- 
search, and political impact without 
loss of separate breed identity. 

The following areas of investigation, 
study and review were discussed, with 
committee assignments pertaining 
thereto made by the Chairman: 


An analysis of data processing 
systems, in conjunction with computer 
personnel from the respective breed 
associations, to ascertain the feasibility 
of joint data processing efforts in the 
near future. 


A feasibility 
printing operation. 
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study of a joint 


A study of the field service needs of 
each of the five breeds. 

An analysis and study of joint 
nationwide and regional classification 
programs. 

In addition, the breed representa- 
tives agreed to present the concept of 
promotion of high protein milk and 
component pricing with a promotional 
insert in their respective May 1979 
national publications. 

The consensus of opinion reached at 
the meeting was that each breed’s 
officers will discuss the concepts of 
joint occupancy and cooperation with 
their respective Boards of Directors in 
the spirit of the January 25, 1979 
Hoard’s Dairyman editorial, visualizing 
a strong high protein dairy breed 
registry organization that could greatly 
benefit the registered dairy cattle 
business. 


Giacomini to Represent 
High Protein Breeds 


IN A CONTINUING effort to work 
jointly toward common goals, several 
“high protein” dairy breed associa- 
tions have hired an area representative 
to carry out breed work in the western 
United States. Peter D. Giacomini, 23, 
of Ferndale, Calif., will begin such 
duties July 1, 1979. 

Giacomini will work primarily for 
The American Guernsey Cattle Club 
and The American Jersey Cattle Club 
but his services will also be available to 
The Brown Swiss Cattle Breeders 
Association; The Ayrshire Breeders 
Association; and The American Milk- 
ing Shorthorn Society. 


Giacomini, a May, 1979 graduate in 
Dairy Science and Agriculture Eco- 
nomics from the University of Wiscon- 
sin, will make his headquarters in 
Modesto, California. He will work in 
the states of Arizona, Colorado, 
California, Nevada, New Mexico, and 
Utah. 

A native of Humboldt County, 
California, Giacomini grew up on the 
nationally prominent Clover Jack 
Guernsey Farm of his father, Donald 
Giacomini. His uncle, John Giacomini, 
is a nationally famous Jersey breeder, 
as well as a director of The American 
Jersey Cattle Club. 

In 1975, Giacomini was elected 
National Vice-President of the Future 
Farmers of America and was the 1974 
American Guernsey Cattle Club Youth 
Award winner. 

Giacomini was eleventh high indi- 
vidual in the 1978 National Intercol- 
legiate Dairy Cattle Judging Contest, 
placing first in Jerseys. His brother, 
Henry, a member of the Cal Poly team 
was high individual overall in the same

1979 Outstanding 
Young Guernsey Farmer 


Thomas Lee Martin 


A YOUNG farmer’s ambition in 
both his present and future Guernsey 
operations plus his ability as a leader 
in the dairy industry is the basis for 
our Outstanding Young Farmer 
Award. 


1979 Outstanding Young Farmer is 
a young southeastern man who started 
with one Guernsey cow and calf that 
stood among his father and uncle’s 
Holstein herd. Thomas Lee Martin, 
now owner of Martin Oaks Guernsey 
Farm in Liberty, S. C., stayed separate 
from the Holstein partnership until 
1965. In that year, he entered into a 
partnership with his father and added 
more Guernsey cows. This goal-setter 
converted a Holstein herd to a 
Guernsey herd, which has shown a 
higher income over feed cost. Having 
been raised with Holsteins, he was 
looking for a more efficient cow which 
produced a better quality product. 
And Thomas Lee and his wife Frances 
state, “That’s why we are in the dairy 
business. We chose the Guernsey cow 
because of her ability to produce a 
high quantity of high quality milk.” 


This young AGCC member couple 
are breeding their own and also buying 
groups or individual cows to increase 
herd size. At this point, they are up to 


56 milking cows and 88 heifers, 100 
percent registered. 1978 DHIR herd 
lactation averaged 13,117 pounds of 
milk and 598 pounds of fat on 43 
head. Immediate production goal is a 
15,000 to 16,000-pound averaging 
herd — only a short 2,000 pounds yet 
to go! Second classification in 1979 
paraded 15 Very Good, 21 Desirable, 
and one Acceptable. 


The future for this now all-Guern- 
sey herd? Thomas Lee, Frances, and 
their young son Tom plan to increase 
the number of well-bred Martin Oaks 
Guernseys. This working team believes 
in using only +1000 PD milk and plus 
type sires. Today’s breeding program 
at this South Carolina farm is total Al 
on cows and heifers. Results to date 
have calving at a 12.5 month interval 
and an 80 percent first service 
conception rate on heifers. Thomas 
Lee belongs to Mid-Atlantic Guernsey 
Sires and promotes AGCC young sire 
programs to help the breed make 
faster genetic progress. 


Outstanding Guernsey Farmer Mar- 
tin is president of South Carolina GBA 
and Tri-County DHIA, director of 
South Carolina DHIA, breed represen- 
tative to PDCA, and recipient of three 
state production awards for highest 
increase, class leader, and in top five 
herds. FFA, South Carolina Young 
Farmers, Jaycees, and South Carolina 
Farmers’ Coop beat AGCC by naming 
Thomas Lee Martin as their Outstand- 
ing Farmer first. 


Working right beside her husband, 
Frances milks cows, writes The Guern- 
sey Breeders’ Journal advertisements, 
and made a show trip to out-of-state 
fairs last year to learn and prepare for 
the National Guernsey Show in Louis- 
ville this fall. This pair is probably best 
remembered as one of the strong arms 
of preparation and hosting the 1978 
Annual AGCC Meeting in Columbia, 
South Carolina. 


Outstanding Young Farmer 
Runner-Up 


Dale A. Jensen 


RUNNER-UP in 1979 Outstanding 
Young Farmer Contest is Dale A. 
Jensen who hails from Jensgolden 
Junction Farm, Amery, Wisconsin. 
This Midwest field area winner’s herd 
numbers 52 registered milking Guern- 
seys and 48 heifers plus 30 grades. 


Many of these cows originated from 
Dale’s partnership with his father 
Eugene at Balsom Lake, Wisconsin. 


Thirteen of the cows were Dale’s 4-H 
projects. In 1969, he and his wife 
Teresa purchased their own farm and 
expanded the herd size. This young 
couple’s ultimate goal is to register 
every one of their 130 Guernseys 
within three years. And, they’ve got a 
good start — six animals qualified for 
provisional registration already! Dale 
stresses that a total registered herd 
represents greater value and provides 
opportunities to make extra profits. 
He stated, “It doesn’t cost any more 
to feed a registered cow than it does to 
feed a grade animal.” 


To continue genetic improvement 
and recovery, Dale breeds to AI bulls 
with a minimum of +650 PD milk. 
High potential young sires are also 
sampled through Jensgolden breeding. 
Dale and Teresa strive to breed a bull 
for Dairybelt Young Guernsey Sires 
program or an AI unit. 


At the present time, 43 percent of 
the herd traces back to the lineage of 
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one Very Good classified cow Dawn H 
Kelly. “Kelly,” herself shows tremen- 
dous transmitting ability for both 
production and type. This careful 
breeding shows in the rolling herd 
average which has increased 2,000 
pounds milk and over 100 pounds fat 
since its beginning in 1967. Classifying 
regularly, Jensens are scheduled for 
their fifth time this month. 


When we asked Dale, “Why Guern- 
seys?”, he pointed out that his family 
had always milked fawn-and-whites 
because of the great disposition and 
efficiency advantages over other 
breeds. He worked right into the 
Guernsey business and leads show 
winners into his county and parish 
shows besides the state fair. Plus he’s 
training his three children, too, as they 
lead in Junior Show top-placers. 


In addition to his hard work with 
the herd, this AGCC and Dairy Shrine 
Club member serves as an officer in 
both county Guernsey association and 
county ASCS commission. He is also a 
six-year advisory committee member 
of Midwest Breeders’ Coop, a strong 
4-H leader, a past FFA officer, and a 
present church officer.

Andy Polley 


YOUTH ARE the future of our 
Royal Breed. The AGCC provides 
opportunities and recognition to those 
Guernsey youth who strive to improve 
and look for better and more efficient 
ways to progress both the breed and 
themselves. 


Outstanding Guernsey Youth win- 
ner for 1979 is the sole owner of a 
Guernsey setup located in the Michi- 
gan/Ohio/West Virginia field area. 
Andy Polley, owner of Yorkland 
Farms near Bellevue, Ohio, received 
$500 credit to be applied against the 
purchase of an animal of his choice in 
the National Heifer Sale for three 
years, including the winning year. 


Owner of 45 registered head, Andy 
has completed 59 projects in 10 years. 
His show career stems to 1969. During 
the years of 1969—1978, his competi- 
tive spirit earned him 43 firsts 
including three national classes, 24 
seconds, and 31 thirds. Showmanship 
contests have seen Andy in the top 
two places: six times. Ohio State Fair 
honored this ambitious youth as 
Junior Herdsman Award winner in 
1977. 


Andy started DHIR testing in 1978 
and has increased his herd average by 
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600 pounds milk in only the last. four 
months time. On this first year of test, 
he sold over $25,000 worth of 
GOLDEN GUERNSEY Milk. He also 
topped the Ohio Guernsey Breeders 
Fall Sales twice in the last four years 
of his consignments. In 1978, 22 head 
classified an 80.5, Very Good, average 
score. 


Among his many school and civic 
activities, Andy worked as 4-H, FFA, 
Ohio Junior Guernsey Breeders, and 
farm bureau youth council president. 


He presently serves on the Ohio Junior 
GBA board. He won N.H. Hill 
Memorial Award, 1977 Ohio Out- 
standing Guernsey Youth, and state 
FFA degree.

Andy wants to stay with Guernseys! 
He strives to keep a small, but select 
herd with breeding of only top PD and 
type sires. He plans to build a practical 
barn for maximum care to improve 
and show the qualities of Guernseys. 


To the future, Andy hopes to help 
other junior breeders, the way he was 
helped.

Daniel G. Giacomini 


1979 RUNNER-UP National Youth 
and winner of the California—Inter- 
mountain area is Daniel G. Giacomini. 
At 19 years of age, Dan plays a big 
role in the home farm — Clover Jack 
Guernsey Farm at Ferndale, Calif., 
owned by his parents Mr. and Mrs. 
Don Giacomini. This ambitious young 
man has had Guernsey projects for 
nine years and is now the owner of 23 
registered Guernseys. The cows are 
tested on DHIR and have been 
classified six times. Since 1966, Dan 
has been a Junior member of The 
American Guernsey Cattle Club. 


From 1970 through 1978, Dan has 
shown Guernseys at county, state and 
national shows. His placings totaled 
143 firsts, 92 seconds, 34 thirds, and 
included 22 champions and one 
All-American placing. He also won 
showmanship at the National Junior 
Show one year. 


Salutatorian of his high school 
graduating class, Dan presently attends 
Cal Poly University, San Luis Obispo.

Classified 
VG-86, this 1977 Gold Star Dam 
measures an 11/78 USDA COW 
INDEX of +817M, +17F, and +70$ at 
40% Repeatability. 


Graduated from Mason County 
Central High School in 1978, Sheri is 
presently a Michigan State University 
freshman majoring in pre-vet. A 
member of the MSU Dairy Club, she 
concentrates on club advertising. 

This Michigan Guernsey Queen who 
represented her state in the 1979 
National Queen Contest was an active 
4-H Club and Michigan Guemsey 
Youth Group member for nine years. 
She won numerous showmanship 
awards and paraded three grand 
champion cows. But her agility did not 
stop with a halter! Sheri lettered in 
high school basketball, softball, volley- 
ball, and track to chalk up All- 
Conference and Outstanding Senior 
Athlete honors. Plus her musical 
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ability in cornet and baritone played 
her to Outstanding Senior Band 
Member and to be selected to play 
with the U.S. Navy Band. 

AGCC Junior member Pleiness owns 
four more registered head besides her 
national production winner. Her ani- 
mals also earned state production 
awards three times. These five Guern- 
seys are real assets at the Maple Dawn 
Farm operation.

91 and showed into state reserve grand 
in 1977, county grand for 1977 and 
1978, parish junior show champion in 
1976 and 1977, along with many 
production awards. In February 1979, 
Wisconsin GBA honored Bruce with 
the Fauver Hill Award for showing the 
same cow the most consecutive years 
(5) at the State Junior Show. Trixie’s 
two daughters also won their classes at 
last year’s junior fair. She is due in 
June to Top 50 Active Al Sire 
Brockwell B ATLANTIC. Her 11/78 
USDA COW INDEX cf +986M, +39F, 
+108$, 42% Rpt. mixed with ATLAN- 
TIC’s +1152M and +118$ 1/79 USDA 
Predicted Difference makes Bruce’s 
future in this family even stronger. 

Majoring in Animal Science at 
University of Wisconsin-Platteville, this 
Dairy State native owns six registered 
Guernseys, three of which are in milk. 
Average classification of the three is 
89.6. Guernsey projects and county 
4-H dairy judging team fulfilled 
Bruce’s time of nine years in 4-H. 

Bruce mentioned: 

“Guernseys are very important to 
me and I want to keep them a part of 
my life. They have given me many 
thrills in the show-ring. At this point, I 
intend to make them a part of my 
life’s work.” During the summer, 
Bruce will be working with his parents 
Mr. and Mrs. Frederick F. Kipp, two 
brothers, and one sister on Lone Acres 
Farm. 


Winner of the third place is Mark H. 
Newbill, 12, Wirtz, Virginia. His 
six-year-old cow Golden Bend Gray 
Favor Daphne totalled a record of 
19,523M, 813F, 305—2x ME. And this 
cow is also a Dari FAYVOR offspring 
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and earned 1978 Gold Star Dam. 
Classified VG-—87, Daphne’s 11/78 
USDA equals four records averaging 
14,709M and 664F with a COW 
INDEX of +897M, +41F, +106$, at 
44% Repeatability. 


Fourth place went to 16-year-old 
Kevin Bridges — no foreigner to high 
production. Kevin won a group of 
three division placing only a year ago 
and was individual class winner in 
1972. Individual cow to win for him 
this year is Sunrise C Bess. “Bess” 
ME’d at 18,873M and 856F in 
305—2x. 


In the fifth place in the individual 
cow division is Scott Bates, 16, 
Southington, Ohio. Duamarlyn Corpo- 
ral Nancy, winner of second place for 
this Ohio State Junior breeder in 
1977, milked another high ME at 3-06 
of 18,309M, 809F, 305—2x. Her 
11/78 USDA COW INDEX is +658M, 
+21F, +66$, 39% Rpt. Scott’s cow had 
an actual record of 3-06, 17,950M, 
801F, 305—2x DHIR. 


Group of Three Cows 


Owning the triumphant trio with 
the highest ME average was a real 
battle among youth competitors this 
year. At 14 years old, Kim Bridges of 
Shelby, N.C., wins the highest average 
milk production on a group of three 
cows. Her two-year-old, three-year-old, 
and 10-year-old trio shows an out- 
standing ME of 16,812M, 764F, 
305—2x. 

Showing cattle since five years old, 
Kim naturally enjoys fitting and 
leading Guernseys at county and 
district fairs. She recalls one of her 
happiest moments with Guernseys was 
in 1978 when she won the county fair 
showmanship award. In addition to 
high in type, Kim’s cows have been 
high in national production with this 
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year’s honor and last year’s fifth place 
individual. 

Her Parents’ Sunrise Farm consists 
of 100 registered head in which 50 are 
milking. Kim, a ninth grader, has not 
yet planned a career but does intend 
to go to college. One thing she knows 
for sure and stated, “To me, any other 
breed of cattle is inferior to Guern- 
seys.”” 


Fifteen-year-old Doug Wagner cap- 
tured second place in the group of 
three division. Doug, from Wagner 
Guernsey Farm, Marissa, Ill., owns 
three cows who averaged 16,311M, 
757F, 305—2x ME. A 4-H’er for eight 
years, Doug led out each year at the 
state fair. In 1978, he showed the 
reserve junior champion in the Junior 
Show. This senior yearling was nomi- 
nated for Junior All-American. 

Doug, a sophomore in high school, 
also competes in basketball, track, 
cross-country, and FFA. At the 
Section 22 Show, he exhibited the 
best heifer overall breeds and judged 
on the first place dairy judging team. 


Doug actively participates with his 
parents Mr. and Mrs. Audrey Wagner 
and sisters in home Guernsey opera- 
tions. 


Three high scored Very Good cows 
also scored very high in National 
Junior Production. Melissie Jane Cole- 
man, 20, Big Creek Hill Farm, Saluda, 
S.C., won the third place group of 
three honors with an average ME of 
15,830M, 777F, 305—2x. Strong sup- 
porter of her state Junior Guernsey 
Cattle Club activities, Melissie, along 
with her father Ted Coleman, and her 
family pull out a competitive show- 
string for numerous fairs. This South 
Carolina native placed second in last 
year’s contest. 
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Another Southeastern area youth 
snatched fourth place. David McGee, 
15, Starkville, Miss., grouped three 
hardworking cows that averaged 
15,491M, 698F on a 305—2x ME 
basis. 


Coming in close contention for 
fourth, is fifth place winner Christel 
Ripley, 20, Cortland, New York.

Calf Pneumonia. This is a disease with many causes. Calves confined to a crowded environment with damp, stale air are 
frequently affected when the “right” organisms are present. Vaccines and drugs currently available are of little benefit in 
prevention of chronic calf pneumonia. Some farms are having serious problems raising replacement heifers because of the 
eo rnd and stunting effect of pneumonia. Heifers with significant lung damage will not perform as well as unaffected 
animals 

It is a mistake to continue to add new calves to groups of those already affected. Allowing the calf barn to be empty for 
a week or two each year seems helpful as long as infected calves are not returned. They are the source of infection. Many 
serious herd problems have been slowed or stopped by raising calves separately, from birth, outdoors. 


Residue Reminder. Increased surveillance by federal meat inspectors will detect antibiotic residues in cull dairy cows. 


oo to herd or origin is not that difficult. At 42 cents per pound you certainly don’t want to have to “buy one 
ack.” 


Bloat. Ryegrass is sometimes a problem as a cause of frothy bloat. During warm weather, rapid growth of short, 
immature ryegrass may increase bloat potential. Some fields may be more of a problem than others. Feeding hay prior to 


grazing is suggested and is usually beneficial if, several pounds are consumed by each cow. Poloxalene top dress on the 
feeding may be necessary.

The Federal and State 
governments now impose a tax on 
dying. I suppose it’s only logical - 
they impose a tax on everything else 
we do. The tax is imposed at the 
death of a property owner. The 
amount of the tax depends upon how 
much property the deceased person 
owned. 

Seven of our states are “communi- 
ty property” states. An _ over- 
simplified description of community 
property would state that: 

When a husband and wife acquire 
property after their marriage, each is 
presumed to own an undivided one- 
half interest in that property. Each is 
entitled to that fifty percent under 
state law. No gift is implied. Inherited 


property is excluded from this. 


presumption. 

The other 43 states are “common 
property” states. Again, an over- 
simplified interpretation: 

Each person owns property in- 
dividually. When husband and wife 
acquire property as joint tenants, the 
one who furnishes the money makes 
a gift to the other. Then they each 
own an undivided one-half interest. 

These two types of ownership 
created serious tax inequities. For 
instance: 

1. John and Mary “A” lived in 
California - a community property 
state. They had acquired an estate of 
$1,000,000. When John died, before 
1946, he had a taxable estate of 
$500,000. The other $500,000 legally 
belonged to his wife. 

2. John and Mary “B” lived in 
Michigan - acommon property state. 
They had acquired an estate of 
$1,000,000. When John died, before 
1946, he had a taxable estate of 
$1,000,000. The IRS would reduce 
the size of John’s estate to the extent 


that Mary could PROVE she had 
made a financial contribution. 

John “A”’s heirs, in California, 
would have paid $146,000 in Federal 
Estate Taxes. 

John “B”s heirs, in Michigan, 
would have paid $326,000 in Federal 
Estate Taxes. 

Finally, in 1946, Congress 
recognized the inequity of the two 
systems of ownership. The now- 
famous “Marital Deduction” was 
born. An over-simplification of the 
Marital Deduction is: 

A married person may leave as 
much as fifty percent of his adjusted 
gross estate to his surviving spouse 
and that fifty percent may pass free of 
the Federal Estate Tax. 

(1) You MAY leave more than 
50% to the surviving spouse — but 
only 50% can pass tax free. 

(2) You MAY leave less than 50% 
to the surviving spouse — but only 
that portion that you DO leave will 
pass tax free. 

But, most widows and widowers 
don’t want half of their estate — they 
want it ALL. In most cases, they 
must have it all if they are to survive. 
So the survivor often winds up with 
all of the family estate. Then their 
heirs find out one of the awful truths 
of our time:

That really means that the estate gets 
taxed one and one-half times!

Dairy Management Workshops 
Attract Dairymen from 28 States 


“Business skills will be as important to 
dairymen in the 1980s as production 
techniques were in the 1960s and ’70s,” 
according to president of Agro Systems, 
Inc., E. Allen Lash, Lubbock, Texas, one 
of the faculty at the Dairy Management 
Workshops, held during March and 
April in Fresno, Calif., Louisville, Ky., 
and Syracuse, N.Y. 

Offering 110 dairymen and women 
from 28 states an intensive two-day 
seminar devoted to management con- 
cepts as they apply to dairy farming, the 
Workshops were sponsored by five 
national dairy breed magazines. 

Typical of the enthusiastic manner in 
which the Workshops were received is a 
comment made by Walter Wurster, who 
milks 65 registered Holsteins with a 
rolling herd average of 19,334 lbs. milk 
said, “I’ve attended many management 
seminars but I’ve never been exposed to 
the quality and scope of this type of 
financial management as it relates to 
dairying.” 

Strategic planning as a tool for dairy 
farm management was presented in detail 
by William R. Van Dusen, president of 
the Management Center for Agri- 
Business in Boulder, Colorado. “You 
can’t conceivably run your business out 
of your head.” he told seminar par- 
ticipants. And he showed how his system 
of business planning can turn farm 
operators into professional managers. 

Estate and tax planning were covered 
by L. Darrell Baugh, president of the

National Estate Planning Institute also in 
Boulder. “There’s absolutely no way the 
family farm can survive the death of its 
owner under today’s tax laws if estate 
planning is not done,” said Baugh. Baugh 
analyzed a typical family farm situation 
and answered specific questions from 
workshop participants. 

Anne Pierson, coordinator of the 
Workshops for the Dairy Breed Group, 
said the response of participants was 
remarkable. She reported a California 
dairyman told her, “This may help me 
save my business.”

Digest, Guernsey Breeders Journal, Hol- 
stein-Friesian World, Jersey Journal and 
Milking Shorthorn & Illawarra Journal.

Pride in the operation and 
concern for longtime employees had 
been factors in keeping the operation 
open to this point, according to Mr.

Mt. Ararat Farms Dairy has been a 
retail operation for 43 years and a 
distributor of GOLDEN GUERNSEY 
Milk Products. As evidence of its 
position in the Harford and Cecil 
County area, the Havre de Grace 
RECORD published an editorial en- 
titled “The Mt. Ararat Era.” The 
editorial pointed out the passing of 
one era to another as culture and 
economy changes. It also pointed out 
the irony of the demise of home 
delivery as the cost and scarcity of 
gasoline looms. 

Mt. Ararat Farms, which dates back 
to 1936, will continue to operate its 
purebred Guernsey herd according to 
the owner, Frank D. Brown, who is a 
former member of the Beard of 
Directors and Past President of The

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Highlights From The May, 1979 Board Meeting 


THE SunBurst Hotel, Scottsdale, 
Arizona, was the site of the regular 
spring meeting of the Board of 
Directors of The American Guernsey 
Cattle Club on April 30—May 2 
preceding the 102nd Annual Meeting. 
All members of the Board of Directors 
were present except Dr. M. L. Weldy, 
Goshen, Indiana, who was unable to 
attend because of ill health. 

The following highlights of the 
meeting are reported here by commit- 
tee as they were developed for full 
Board approval. 


Sire & Type Committee—(Lee Hous- 
ley, Chairman; Raymond Orisio, Joe 
Pritzl, Russell Wirt, John Wilk, Doug- 
las Wilson, and Merton Sowerby ex 
officio.) 

The highlight of the meeting was a 
research progress report by Dr. Duane 
Norman, research geneticist, USDA, in 
which he reviewed an analysis of over 
20 years of Guernsey type classifica- 
tion data. The objective was to 
determine if a genetic evaluation for 
type could be developed — an 
objective which was accomplished. 
The evaluation tool developed and 
approved by the Board will be known 
as the PRODUCTION TYPE INDEX 
(PTI). Detailed articles of explanation 
will appear in future issues of the 
Journal. In brief summary, TPI will 
rank bulls against a breed average herd 
by an Index which emphasizes produc- 
tion to type at a ratio of 3:1. A sire’s 
performance from progeny testing will 
provide his production evaluation and 
his type evaluation by individual trait 
as well as overall score. The first TPI 
Index will be applied to the USDA 
Sire Summaries issued in July, 1979. 
The TPI format was adopted as the 
official sire evaluation procedure for 
the breed. 

A third site of the National 
Guernsey Show was approved with the 
naming of the World Dairy Expo as an 
additional site. The three sites in 1979 
will be World Dairy Expo, Madison, 
Wis., the North American Interna- 
tional Livestock Exposition, Louis- 
ville, Ky.; and the Fresno District Fair, 
Fresno, California. 

Base birth dates for show classes of 
March 1 and September 1, effective in 
1980, were approved in accord with 
PDCA recommendations. This action 
had previously been approved by 
AGCC and proposed to PDCA in 
1977. This change will eliminate the 
senior yearling-in-milk class starting in 
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No new Approved Shows were 
requested and none were deleted. 
Additions to the List of Approved 
Judges are: Michael Snyder, Brattle- 
boro, Vt.; Dr. Clarence Olson, Madi- 
son, Wis.; Ralph Bonewitz, Manhattan, 
Kans.; Leroy Lindley, Hamilton, Ohio; 
Harlan Pleiness, Scottville, Mich.; 
Steve Lovelace, Orangeburg, S.C.; 
Douglas Wilson, Shawano, Wis.; Gayle 
Housley, Riceville, Tenn.; Donald 
Giacomini, Ferndale, Calif.; Joe Payne, 
Vale, Ore.; and J. McK. Jeter, 
Zephyrhills, Florida. 

The following judges were named 
for the 1979 National Guernsey Show: 
Louisville — Myron Lancaster, Sequim, 
Wash., open show; Ted Renner, 
Hilliard, Ohio, junior show; Madison — 
David Dickson, Madison, Wis., open 
and junior shows; Fresno — Russell J. 
Wirt, Lewiston, Minn., open and junior 
shows. 

In the area of type classification, 
January, 1980, has been designated as 
the target date to implement the 
format of the NAAB Type Traits 
classification proposal. Joint commit- 
tees have been established between 
The American Guernsey Cattle Club 
and The American Jersey Cattle Club 
to develop a common work sheet and 
hopefully one which other breeds may 
also use as a standard program. Allen 
D. Meyer, Jersey classifier, was ap- 
proved as an official Guernsey classi- 
fier making available joint classifiers 
from each breed. 

In line with the research analysis of 
the type classification data indicating 
that more ratings per cow would be 
desirable, approval was given to 
classify all cows in a herd at least twice 
and all cows scoring over 80 points to 
be scored until eight years of age. 

If programming applications on the 
computer are feasible to process 
classification data, the trait break- 
downs will be recorded numerically 
rather than alphabetically. TPE herds 
requesting a special classification will 
be assessed $2 per head in addition to 
the regular TPE fee plus all-round-trip 
expenses of the classifier. If the special 
is an additional classification to the 
regularly scheduled tour in the area, 
then the regular special classification 
fees apply. 


Since January 1, 1977, defects by 
sire have been recorded to monitor the 
frequency of various defects in the 
breed. A study committee was ap- 
pointed to determine the most appro- 
priate use of the data. 

A type trait priority list was 


established as a guideline for both 
classification and judging. The priority 
ranking is: (1) dairy character; (2) 
suspensory ligament; (3) feet; (4) rear 
udder; (5) teats; (6) stature; (7) chest 
and body; (8) legs; (9) fore udder; (10) 
rump; (11) breed character. 


Executive/Finance Commit- 
tee-(Norman McClelland, Joe Pritzl, 
C. Eugene Phillips, and Russell Wirt. 
Absent: Dr. M. L. Weldy.) 

A revised balanced budget for 1979 
was approved; future developments of 
data processing between breeds was 
studied; one half of the annual return 
from the National Heifer Sale, up to 
$5,000, for support of youth programs 
was approved; a feasibility study to 
develop more modern data processing 
programs was approved; and an update 
appraisal of the headquarters property 
was reviewed and noted. 


Performance and Rules Commit- 
tee-(Lee Housley, Chairman; Alvin 
Basse, George Fowler, J. Jene Mungle, 
Raymond Orisio, Bernard Pralle, Seth 
K. Schnebly, Carroll Ward, Jr., Frank 
Wiley, Nelson Witmer.) 

Significant action by this committee 
was to establish a “catch-up” registra- 
tion period from June 1 through 
August 31, 1979, whereby eligible 
unregistered animals over 12 months 
of age may be registered at the 8-12 
months’ fee. 

Revisions on several forms were 
approved. On registration and transfer 
applications, the AI. certification 
statement is to be revised so only one 
signature per application will be 
required; in the case of partnerships, a 
partnership signature card will suffice 
in lieu of a document certifying to a 
true partnership in the case of 
transferring title to a farm or firm 
name; and in the case of the marriage 
or the death of a recorded owner, only 
the name will be changed on the 
records, including registration certifi- 
cates, so that the owner number will 
remain the same. 

In the case of embryo transplants, 
the initials ET. will be used as a suffix 
to the name to designate these 
animals. 

The current production qualifica- 
tion for Provisional Registration ap- 
pears to have stimulated participation 
as the certificates issued in the first 
three months of 1979 are up 160% 
over the same period of 1978. The 
pilot project of field representatives 
classifying grades for Provisional Regis-

tration was considered successful and 
approved as a continuing procedure. 

In other action relating to Provi- 
sional Registration -— production 
credits of Provisional Registration 
cows in herds on DHIR & TPE test 
will be considered as official records as 
will their type classification ratings; 
and a Provisional Registration Class 
Leader List will be developed. 

A very significant piece of action is 
to develop a grade-up program within 
the Provisional Registration program. 
Details are to be worked out, but the 
basic concept is to identify eligible 
grades and take the resulting offspring 
through the generations of PR-1 and 
PR-2 leading up to Provisional Regis- 
tration qualification. 

Surprise test requirements for DHIR 
effective January 1, 1980, were 
established for records projected over 
20,000 Ibs. milk or 950 Ibs. fat after 
90 days in milk; and if projected over 
22,000 lbs. milk or 1,000 lbs. fat after 
180 days in milk. 

Clarification of using classification 
ratings on animals for which registra- 
tion certificates are surrendered was 
also established. When a certificate is 
cancelled, the rating at the time of 
cancellation will go on record and be 
used in pedigrees, but it will not be 
included in the herd summary. 

The subject of AM-PM testing was 
discussed, but no action was taken. 


Golden Guernsey Committee— 
(James Erickson, Chairman; Edward 
Custer, Norman McClelland, Carroll 
Ward, Jr., Frank Wiley, Nelson Wit- 
mer.) 

The resignation of Darrell Ehrlich, 
director of Golden Guernsey, effective 
July 1, 1979, was accepted with regret 
after 19 years’ service. 

Ed Custer reported additional data 
to show the yield advantage of high 
solids milk in hard cheese manufactur- 
ing and this research information is 
now available for general publication. 
Since this use offers additional pros- 
pects for high solids milk, plans were 
made to develop procurement fees for 
this purpose. The committee name was 
also changed to the Milk Committee to 
give it broader purpose. 


Youth/Promotion/Journal Commit- 
tee-(C. Eugene Phillips, Chairman; 
Alvin Basse, Lee Housley, J. Jene 
Mungle, Raymond Orisio, Bernard 
Pralle, Joe Pritzl, Seth Schnebly, 
Russell Wirt, George Fowler.) 

Participation in the youth programs 
for 1978 was reviewed and noted as 
healthy. The initial Junior Gold Star 
Breeder enrollment has 25 entries. A 
minimum age of 10 years was 
established for the National Junior 
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Production Contest, effective 1980; 
and a milk and a fat award was 
designated for the individual cow 
division. 

Due to unsatisfactory postal service, 
the mailing date and advertising 
deadline date for the Journal is to be 
advanced 10 days starting with the 
September, 1979, issue. Subscription 
rates were raised $1.00 for the 
one-year subscription and block rate 
and $3.00 for the three-year subscrip- 
tion, effective July 1, 1979. 

In reference to the Journal’s All- 
American Contest, several items re- 
ceived attention, effective with the 
next contest. Animals entered in both 
the junior and open divisions are to 
have the same exhibitor’s name; listing 
all placings during the season’s shows 
is the responsibility of the exhibitor 
and any placings at Approved Guern- 
sey Shows left out will disqualify the 
entry; a minimum age limit of 10 years 
was placed on participation in the 
All-American Judging Contest; and the 
previous procedure of using the judge 
at each of the Approved Guernsey 
Shows on the selection committee will 
be reinstated. 


General Board Action—The Board 
went on record with an expression of 
concern for the health of member Dr. 
M. L. Weldy; adopted a resolution of 
appreciation to Darrell Ehrlich for his 
years of service; and expressed appreci- 
ation to Dr. Duane Norman for his 
interest and research effort. 

The Board endorsed the concept of 
Joint Effort which is being studied by 
five breed organizations (which joint 
statement of position is published 
elsewhere in this issue) and authorized 
negotiations to continue with other 
breeds. 

The Special Promotion Committee 
was endorsed, which is oriented to 
establishing a voluntary breeder check- 
off for promotion. 

A unanimous expression of appreci- 
ation was accorded Lee Housley and 
Joe Pritzl, each of whom retired from 
the Board at this meeting, after serving 
11 and 12 years respectively. 

The next meeting is scheduled for 
November 6—7, 1979, at Louisville, 
Kentucky. 


At the reorganizational meeting of 


the Board following the Annual 
Meeting, newly elected directors, Jack 
Dendel and Myron Lancaster, were 
welcomed to the Board. Russell J. Wirt 
was elected President; Raymond 
Orisio, 1st Vice-President; and Norman 
McClelland, 2nd Vice-Preisdent. (Mr. 
McClelland declined to run for Presi- 
dent following a three-year term.) Max, 
Dawdy serves as Executive Secretary- 
Treasurer.

AT THIS 1979 meeting of The 
American Guernsey Cattle Club, it has 
been our pleasure as members of The 
Arizona Guernsey Cattle Club to have 
all of you sample and enjoy our 
western style of life. We hope you 
have enjoyed seeing our cattle and 
visiting our families as much as we 
have enjoyed hosting you in this 
fabulous land of the future. 

In reviewing my remarks at the last 
two meetings of The American Guern- 
sey Cattle Club, it is interesting to 
note that many of the same challenges 
exist today as discussed before. In my 
opinion, we have been going through a 
transition period — from a time when 
the Guernsey cow was renowned for 
her high butterfat and solids and her 
appearance in the show-ring toward 
the cow we are looking for today that 
has the ability to produce a larger 
volume of milk with an increase in 
total solids, both fat and solids-not-fat; 
and with the emphasis on an animal 
competitive with other breeds. With 
this transition in mind, we must 
remember that the operation of The 
American Guernsey Cattle Club is no 
different than operating your own 
business — volume is the first basis to

to Superior Dairies, Inc., Saginaw, Mich., 
represented by Lake Central AGCC Field 
Representative Ed Wright. 


Auburn, New York is the home of Au- 
burn Guernsey Farms, Inc., winner of the 
largest percentage increase by a 100 percent 
distributor. Manager of Auburn Farms Al 
Kline received the honor. 


prevent deficit spending; and second is 
the performance of the product after 
the sale. In the case of The AGCC our 
basic volume product is registrations 
and transfers, and these are dependent 
upon the commercial performance and 
competitiveness of the Guernsey cow. 


The primary measure of the perfor- 
mance is competitive, profitable milk 
production and a sound genetic base 
to sustain this position. It is then that 
registration, transfers and other activi- 
ties grow. We must never forget this is 
our first emphasis. 

There is evidence we have not been 
achieving these accomplishments as a

breed. As you are all aware, we only 
gained 90 pounds of milk during 1978 
in our DHIR breed average and still 
have not broken the 12,000-pound 
production level. The actual figures for 
1978 DHIR average show an increase 
of 90 pounds to 11,992 pounds of 
milk at a 4.6 percent fat test and 550 
pounds of butterfat. I would like to 
quote, in part, from a letter, dated 
January 27, 1978, from our Executive 
Secretary to the Board of Directors, 
the Sire and Type Committee and the 
Field Staff in reference to the breed’s 
production challenge: 

“1.The most obvious is that the 
increase over the past twelve years 
amounting to 1412 pounds of milk 
only averages 118 pounds per year or 
1.1% per year. 

“2.In only four years out of the 
twelve (and three of those are the past 
three years) has the actual increase 
exceeded 200 pounds per year and 
ground was actually lost in 1973 and 
1974. Had an average increase of 200 
pounds per year, which is a realistic 
minimum, occurred the average today 
would be just about 100 pounds from 
averaging 13,000 pounds. At my first 
annual meeting in 1970, I made the 
statement, ‘it isn’t a question of 
whether the breed average should be 
13,000 pounds of milk or more but a 
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question of how fast it can get there.’ 
That was seven yeats ago and it could 
be there today — but at the present 
level projected at a minimum of 2% 
increase per year — we are still looking 
at five years. 


“3. The significant thing to remem- 
ber in the above summary is that the 
1.1% average increase per year includes 
both genetic and management gain. 
Since it can be assumed the Guernsey 
breed has had the same opportunity to 
‘take advantage of the same abundant 
feed supplies as all other breeds 
through these years, the genetic gain 
can be assumed to be questionable. 
The genetic gain alone should be 
pushing two percent! Those of you 
who recall the registration and sire use 
data we started analyzing and publish- 
ing in 1970 to alert breeders to what 
the bull salesmen were doing to the 
breed; and those of you who re- 
call the sire use/registration picture; 
and those of you who have attended 
some of the young sire sampling 
meetings will recall the shocking chart 
we use showing the average PD of 
Guernsey bulls available to the indus- 
try through Al. up until 1974 will 
probably fit these to the above 
summary from 1966 to 1975 and 
perhaps not be too surprised the data 
shows just what would be expected.” 


There is some further evidence from 
USDA that we should consider, which 
has to do with the predicted difference 
for milk of sires of cows calving in 
1973 through 1977. The Guernsey 
bulls used during that time had the 
lowest of any breed at that time — 
approximately 200. In contrast, Jersey 
bulls used during that time had a PD 
of almost 400, and all other breeds 
were above Guernsey. 

All of you probably have read the 
“Sire Use Update 1978” article which 
appeared in the February 1979 issue

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of the Guernsey Breeders’ Journal. 
This is the most encouraging data 
available to date. It shows that most 
breeders are now using bulls that are 
not only plus for PD but are using 
bulls with the highest PDs available. 
Over 40 percent of the calves regis- 
tered in 1978 come from bulls with a 
PD of +500 or more for milk. This 
should really help us as these heifers 
come into production in 1980. How- 
ever, since the breed is making an 
increase of about 100 pounds each 
year, we must remember to use bulls 
of not less than +500 now to keep the 
genetic gain increasing. 

Registrations received year-to-date 
through April 27 totalled 9,943 this 
year as compared to 9,903 for the 
same period one year ago. This shows 
a flattening out of the curve of 
registrations decline with a slight plus 
and we are hopeful that the balance of 
the year will continue at the same rate 
or with a further increase. 

I am confident that as a result of 
some changes in direction and an 
awakening awareness to the need 
during the past nine years, that the 
breed is now in a position to 
progressively pursue the needed pro- 
duction and genetic gains. This direc- 
tion is basic to financing The Ameri- 
= Guernsey Cattle Club in the long 
pull. 

At the board meetings just com- 
pleted we reviewed the 1979 Cattle 
Club budget and project a balanced 
budget with a small surplus for this 
year. The 1978 year ended with a loss 
of $61,182.44. This followed two 
years, 1976 and 1977, which were 
basically breakeven years. 1976 
showed a very small loss and 1977 a 
small surplus. The two primary reasons 
for the loss in 1978 were a change in 
the computer operation and the 
printshop. To place the computer 
operation in perspective, let me go 
back for a number of years. The

original system was installed in 1968 
and in 1969 cost the Club $108,884 
per year net, including computer 
rental and all other associated costs. 
The board felt that the best way to 
lower our cost of, not only the 
computer, but the occupancy cost of 
the building and the printshop, was to 
share the cost with others. Time on 
the computer was leased out and our 
costs were reduced on an annual basis 
from $108,884 down to approxi- 
mately $50,000—$60,000 per year in 
the years 1974 through 1977. Unfor- 
tunately, our largest customer put in 
their own equipment in 1978 and our 
net cost went back up to $100,000 
level per year. We are presently 
finalizing an agreement with the Jersey 
Cattle Club to go onto their computer. 
This cannot be accomplished until 
sometime in 1980 because of equip- 
ment installation, schedules, and soft- 
ware programming that The American 
Guernsey Cattle Club will have to do 
in changing equipment. When the 
change is completed our _ cost 
should drop to approximately 
$80,000—$85,000 per year. This will 
not be as inexpensive as when we were 
leasing out to others, but our com- 
puter operation will be stabilized, and 
our equipment will be updated to the 
new generation of computer equip- 
ment, and further reductions are 
possible when joint occupancy be- 
comes a reality. 

During 1978 the printshop lost one 
of its valued employees due to illness. 
Outside printing revenues were re- 
duced but with a new person in charge 
of the printshop in 1979 much of the 
outside printing revenue has been once 
again replaced. 


In balancing the 1979 budget it has 
been necessary to make further reduc- 
tions in personnel in the field staff, 
milk program, and other personnel. 
These cutbacks are difficult for the

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operation of the Club from the 
viewpoint of the staff and mean a 
cutback in service to all of us from the 
Club; however, the board and staff 
have worked very hard to maintain 
services as far as possible. 

As part of my report today, I have 
asked a number of people to explain 
what the members of the board and I 
believe are far-reaching and exciting 
new steps taken by our Guernsey 
breed. First, I would like to ask Lee 
Housley, chairman of the Sire and 
Type Committee and the Performance 
and Rules Committee, of the Club to 
come forward. Lee will introduce 
other members of the Type Commit- 
tee and board to share in this report: 

(Lee introduced the following: 
Doug Wilson who discussed changes in 
the Classification Program in reference 
to the NAAB Type Traits proposal; 
Ray Orisio who updated the Young 
Sire Sampling Program; Russell Wirt 
who explained the change in the 
Provisional Registration Program; - Al 
Basse discussed the Golden Guernsey 
Committee and name change to Milk 
Committee, and change in the commit- 
tee’s emphasis; and George Fowler 
who reported on the Special Promo- 
tion Committee, suggesting that every 
Guernsey producer set aside two cents 
per hundredweight to promote the 
Guernsey cow and her milk.) 


For many years we have all heard 
comments and discussions from time 
to time about joint efforts with other 
breeds. The idea of joint occupancy 
came up from time to time but for one 
reason or another nothing much 
occurred. A very definitive step was 
taken by the secretaries of five breed 
associations at the Purebred Dairy 
Cattle meeting held February 15, 
1979, in Columbus, Ohio. At that 
meeting the presidents of those same 
breed associations met and set a 
follow-up meeting to be held in 
Louisville, Kentucky, March 4—5 of 
this year. I would like to read the 
information released which was agreed 
upon by the respective breed associa- 
tions to be printed in the June issue of 
the respective breed magazines. The 
news release is printed in its entirety 
on page 658 of this issue. 

While in Louisville we visited the 
State Highway Department building 
which has been much discussed as a 
possible location for joint occupancy. 
I would like to give you the latest 
information concerning this building 
in a letter to me dated April 23, 1979 
from John L. Johnston: 


“Commissioner Tom Harris has con- 
veyed your request for an updating on 
our schedule for acquiring the State 
Highway Department building and 
making it available for leasing. 
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“The best we can determine at this 
time is that the building will be 
vacated at the end of 1980 by the 
Highway Department and then made 
ready for leasing. It is difficult for us 
to be more specific about a date 
because the land on which the 
Highway Department will build their 
new facility has not been completely 
acquired. Apparently, there is some 
litigation that is delaying the acqui- 
sition which, in turn, affects the 
schedule for the move from the 
building presently being used. 

“As to the rental price for office 
space in the KFEC structure, we 
expect to be from $6.50 to $7.00 per 
square foot commencing at the end of 
1980 or the first part of 1981. The 
Fair Board was adopted a policy that 
the office space, when it becomes 
available, shall be rented at the 
prevailing commercial rates of such 
property in this area. 

“If you have need of any additional 
information that we may be able to 


supply, please feel free to call upon 
us.” 


I apologize for this somewhat 
lengthy report but I felt you should 
have as much information as is 
presently available on the financial 
situation, possibilities of joint effort, 
and most important, the status of our 
Guernsey cattle. It seems to me that 
we have turned the corner in our 
breed, and that if we will follow the 
programs as developed by the Board in 
cooperation with all members of the 
Club, we are on the road to a 
competitive breed. As our cow be- 
comes more popular, many of the 
financial problems of this Club will be 
eased. We have a very realistic and 
successful program under way that will 
be of great assistance to all of us in 
the years to come. 


At the conclusion of the President’s 
address, a report of the Election 
Committee was called for and was 
presented by Chairman Browne. The 
directors reported elected for a five- 
year term each were: Russell J. Wirt, 
District 9; Myron Lancaster, District 
10; and Jack Dendel, Director-at- 
Large. Upon motion by Mr. Browne 
that the report be accepted and duly 
seconded, a unanimous vote of accep- 
tance resulted. 

Printed copies of the secretary- 
treasurer’s report had been distributed 
as well as published in the May, 1979, 
issue of the Guernsey Breeders’ Jour- 
nal. Upon motion by George Fowler 
and seconded by Ray Orisio, it was 
voted to accept the report as pub- 
lished.

THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that 
the Animal Plant Health and _ Inspec- 
tion Service be urged to release the 
Paratuberculosis Bacterin recently devel- 
oped under APHIS Project 125 as soon as 
possible in the interest of maintaining health 
in the nation’s dairy herds, and copies of 
this resolution be sent to the appropriate 
regulatory sources. 


Resolution No. 4 


WHEREAS, evidence is available that 
raising the minimum legal standards for 
fluid milk at the consumer level is effective 
in improving the consumption of milk, and 

WHEREAS, regulatory and marketing 
agencies have failed to recognize this fact, 


and 

WHEREAS, it is to the advantage of 
consumers and dairymen alike to pressure 
for improved standards through a united 
effort; 

THEREFORE, LET IT BE RESOLVED, 
that we endorse and support the implemen- 
tation of the Committee for a Better Bottle 
of Milk as a project that consumers and 
dairymen alike can relate.

Liebers Trophy, presented to recipi- 
ent Myron W. Lancaster, Olympic 
View Farm, Sequim, Wash., by AGCC 
Retiring Director Joe Pritzl, was 
earned by Graysmarsh Noble Lucky 
Lee. “Lucky Lee” with the highest 
milk total of any Liebers Trophy 
winner since its origination 30 years 
ago, pumped out 213,623 lbs. milk 
and 9,268 lbs. butterfat in 13 


lactations which total 4,870 days. This 
powerful milk cow was 18 years old in 
February 1979. 


Winner of the 31st annual Tarbell 
Trophy for highest 305—2x ME fat 
record was Sniders Prince Lily, bred 
by Snider Homestead, New Enterprise, 
Pa., and now owned by partnership 
John D. Myers and Dr. Marvin P. 
Sanner, Littlestown and Gettysburg, 
Pa., who received the award. Her 2-09 
DHIR actual record of 21,350M, 
1,203F, 305—2x converted to winning 
ME of 23,058M, 1,275F, 305—2x ME. 
Her 2-09 actual is a national class 
leading record of second place milk 
and first place fat. 


Third cow to earn national recogni- 
tion was New England G.B.A. Trophy 


winner Cleverlands Nances Judy Jean. 
“Judy Jean” won this trophy for her 
third consecutive year. Receiving the 
award presented by Joe Pritzl was Ray 
Orisio, Lone Palm Guernseys, Tulare, 
California. Joanne Clever, Tracy, 
Calif., bred this cow who won the 
highest 305—2x ME milk record after 
her 6-09 actual DHIR lactation of 
30,820M, 1,249F, 339—2x ME’d at 
30,770M, 1,223F, 305—2x ME. 

Another Lone Palm cow received a 
national production high. Lone Palm 
TH Ruann, also owned by Ray Orisio, 
won the F.T. Bedford—Nyala Farm 
Trophy for the highest ME milk record 
of a two-year-old. Her 2-00 DHIR 
record of 23,180M, 943F, 305—2x 
placed her first for milk and second 
for fat in the junior two-year-old class 
and changes to 27,816M, 1,112F, 
305—2x ME.

DISTINGUISHED 
SERVICE AWARDS 


Because of an exceptionally close 
score received by two nominees this 
year, the Board of Directors equally 
honored the achievements of two 
Guernsey breeders with the Distin- 
guished Service Awards. 

Presenting this American Guernsey 
Cattle Club Award to Herman J.Haga, 
Clearbranch Farm, Fort Valley, Ga., 
was Southeast AGCC Field Represen- 
tative Robert A. McLaughlin. 


Herman J. Haga 


Fawn and white cows grazing on a 
luscious hillside pasture ignited the 
spark for our 1979 Distinguished 
Service Award recipient from Fort 
Valley, Georgia to start with Guern- 
seys. Herman J. Haga advanced from 
helping his neighbor hand-milk 60 
cows to developing his own herd that 
numbered over 700 registered Guern- 
seys. 

At the age of 12, Herman assisted 
his neighbor with the morning milking, 
hauled the milk cans to the town 
plant, went to school all day, picked 
up the cans at night, travelled home to 
again help with the night milking. 
(Don’t forget, that is hand milking!) 

He graduated from Virginia Poly- 
technic Institute in 1937. During his 
college career, he worked in the dairy 
barns the first two years and in the 
creamery the last two. 

Directly following graduation, this 
Virginia native worked at Richmond 
Dairy for a short time and followed 
with a job at a South Carolina seed 
company. In addition to breeding 
seeds, this establishment bred regis- 
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tered Guernseys where Herman be- 
came more acquainted with the Royal 
Breed. He also worked as a DHIA test 
supervisor and associate county agent. 
While working as an agent, Herman 
and his wife drove to the Worley Fain 
Guernsey herd at Blountville, Tennes- 
see. That beautiful pasture scene, 
viewed by Herman and his wife, lit the 
spark and created their desire to own a 
herd of good registered Guernseys. 

In 1956, his dream came true, 
Clearbranch Farm was established. 
Herman increased his barn facilities, 
won top rating from Georgia’s health 
department, regularly tested on DHIR, 
showed and classified. He started a 
milk plant and two stores which sold 
Golden Guernsey products and still do 
today. 1975 dated the dispersal of 209 
head. But this was not the end! They 
held on to 100 milkers and 250 
heifers. The herd today is still in 
Herman’s name. They have won Gold 
Star Breeder Award twice, and been in 
the high lactation averages several 
times. Herman bred two Class Leaders, 
two Gold Star Sires, and one Gold Star 
Dam. 

And Herman is a leader in dairy 
organizations and the community. He 
was president of Georgia Guernsey 
Breeders’ Association, Middle Georgia 
Milk Producers Association comprised 
of 14 counties, and State Mastitis 
Council. 

In Guernsey circles, you know him 
as a past extension, youth, promotion, 
and Golden Guernsey committee 
member plus a director for two terms. 

It is a real honor to name AGCC 
member Herman J. Haga as one of the 
1978 Distinguished Service Award 
recipients. And would Mrs. Haga and 
Herman J. Haga, Jr., please come 
forward to share this honor with their 
husband and father. Herman J. Haga, 
Jr. has been in partnership with his 
father. 


AGCC Director-at-Large Ray Orisio, 
Lone Palm Guernseys, Tulare, Calif., 
honored Louise Clever, Cleverlands 
Farm, Tracy, Calif., with the Distin- 
guished Service Award. 


Louise Clever 


Five little Clever children drank so 
much milk that their parents George 
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and Louise Clever of Tracy, Calif., 
decided to buy a cow. Clevers read the 
dairy books and found that Guernsey 
milk would be best for the children, 
because of its high percent of solids- 
non-fat, carotene, and vitamin A. At 
the 1938 California Guernsey Classic 
they purchased bred heifer Loma 
Ricas Sweetheart. Her first four calves 
were heifers. George milked one cow, 
then two, then three. There were 
quantities of milk, butter, cottage 
cheese, and homemade Cheddar. When 
the fourth heifer freshened, a can of 
milk went to the condensery daily. 
George then decided if he bought a 
few more Guernseys he could hire a 
man to milk — the Clevers were in the 
Guernsey business. 

In an 8-sided, 16-stall barn, 226 
Cleverlands Guernseys completed a 
1978 DHIR herd lactation average of 
14,758 Ibs. milk and 618 Ibs. fat. 
Their GOLDEN GUERNSEY milk is 
marketed on an SNF basis through San 


Francisco. Foremost Foods have to 
pick up daily to empty the 
1,680-gallon bulk tank. How can 
anyone keep this kind of average 
rolling?! 1978 dates the sixteenth 
consecutive year for this California 
herd to win Double Gold Star Breeder 
Award. 

Since that first heifer for the family 
milk to over 300 head today, George 
and Louise bred heifers and cows to 
only high PD AI sires or high pedigree 
indexed young sires out of their top 
cows. All cows are kept one lactation. 
Individual production plus their sires’ 
predicted differences are then checked 
before the bottom is culled. Herd re- 
placements come from a steady crop 
of 250-300 heifers. Around 80 year- 
ling heifers free-graze on a 225-acre 
separate lot. High PD bulls that they 
have bred, sold to AI studs, and rated 
in the Top 50 equal four. 

Are their cows truly production 
leaders? Since 1965, Cleverlands bred 
24 cows who completed 33 National 
Class Leading records — 33 records for 
milk and 2 records for fat. 

Gold Star Dams bred by Clevers 
number 15. Another record! AGCC 
files show this to be the top number of 
Gold Stars bred by an active Guernsey 
Farm. 


F. T. Bedford—Nyala Farm Trophy 
for highest ME—305—2x milk two- 
year-old cow travelled to Cleverlands 
Farm for four years—1970, 72, 73 and 
74. In 1978, two other coveted awards 
for highest mature ME—305—2x fat 
and highest mature ME—305—2x milk 
went to a cow they bred, Cleverlands 
Nances Judy Jean. “Judy Jean” is the 
first Guernsey to milk three records 
over 30,000 pounds actual milk. 

To keep this all-registered herd in 
top physical condition, a mixed grain 
ration and alfalfa hay are fed. Irrigated 
pastures are used for grazing. A regular 
vet checks one-half of the herd every 
week. 

On the 360-acre home place, Clevers 
raise row crops of corn, baby lima 
beans, and tomatoes plus 100 acres of 
English walnuts. In addition to a rigid 
herd record-keeping system, George 
and Louise actively participate in 
community, area, and state organiza- 
tions. A graduate of University of 
California with a degree in architec- 
ture, Louise can proudly show off her 
artwork. She also developed many 
women’s organizations throughout the 
Tracy area. George serves on state ag 
and conservation committees plus uses 
any spare time to challenge his 
outstanding musical ability.

DRINK MORE MILK 
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Pine Noel Dispersal

ONE OF IOWA’S good registered 
herds has been dispersed. Pine Noel 
Guernsey Farm, Peosta, Iowa, oper- 
ated by Mr. and Mrs. Joe Fitzpatrick 
and Family is located in the pictures- 
que Swiss Valley and pretty hill area 
west of Dubuque. Herd dispersal on 
March 10, at the farm was held in the 
barn due to the harsh wintery 
conditions.

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Chemical Fly Controls 
in Dairy “Worthless” 
Without Sanitation 

CHEMICAL TREATMENTS §are 
worthless to control flies in the dairy 
without proper sanitation, according 
to L.K. Cutkomp, University of 
Minnesota entomologist. 

“Sanitation and good management 
are essential to an adequate insect 
control program in the dairy. Manure 
piles, strawstack bottoms, feed wastes 
and rubbish diminish the effectiveness 
of any chemical control program,” 
Cutkomp said. 

Because houseflies are now resistant 
to most insecticides, it is even more 
important that sanitation be the basis 
for fly control programs. Proper 
sanitation in addition to baits and 
baited sprays will often be needed to 
make wall residuals fully effective, he 
says. 

Wall residuals are most effective 
when applied early in the summer— 
when the first fly is seen. Correct 
timing of this first spray will prolong 
its effectiveness in reducing early 
season fly populations. 

Cutkomp cautions dairymen to 
keep all animals out of the building for 
at least four hours after spraying. 
Cover all feed, feed troughs and 
drinking cups prior to spraying. Apply 
spray just to the point of runoff, being 
sure that all wall surfaces, window 
ledges and ceilings are covered. 

“Another common practice is to 
stanchion animals and mist the room 
in which they are held. Synergized 
pyrethrins at .1 percent to .2 percent 
concentration provides rapid knock- 
down of flies under these conditions.” 
However, Cutkomp points out, no 
residual effectiveness of such a treat- 
ment can be expected. 

Regardless of chemicals used in the 
milkhouse, farmers should be careful 
to avoid contamination of milk or 
equipment. Do not store insecticide 
containers in the milk room. 6)

Selenium in Rations 


By Extension Specialist Michael Hutjens 
University of Minnesota 

A TRACE MINERAL that may 
improve dairy herd health has been 
approved for use in feeding rations by 
the Food and Drug Administration 
(FDA). Toxicity of the mineral seleni- 
um requires careful mixing. Maximum 
limit approved is 0.1 part per million 
(ppm) on a complete feed or total 
ration basis. At levels of 5 ppm or Sharon 
above, selenium can be toxic. 

Tests in Ohio showed that in some qonnecy 
cases, adding selenium to the ration 
reduced the number of cows that did 
not clean after calving from 52 percent 
to 8 percent. There was also evidence 
of improvement in calf health. 

The amount of selenium in feed 
supplements varies. A common recom- 
mendation is to feed one pound of 
selenium premix per ton of the ration 
dry matter. That’s the right advice 
only if the supplement contains 90 
mg. of selenium per pound. Some are 
higher in content, some are lower. 
When we are dealing with adding 
milligrams of a toxic substance to tons 
of feed, an excellent job of mixing is 
required. 

Injectable products are also avail- 
able that contain selenium and vitamin 
E. If this process is used, they should 
be injected 20 days before calving.
